BEETCT OF PORT MACON,

Fort Macon, which guarded and pretected 1he town of
Beaufurt, was situated on s bluff em Bugue'n Bank, one
mile aud thros-guarters from the town, It commmnded
the entrance to the harbor, having & fuil sweep of fire
over the main chaunel. Opposite the fort, al the en-
trance of the hurbor, is Shackleford Bank, one milo and &
half serors. The fortifieation was of & bexagoual form,
had two tiers of guos-—one in casemaled bombproof, and
the other em barletle. 18 ar t isted of \y
thirty-twe pounders, thirty twenty four pounders, \wo
eighteen pounders, three fleld picoss for Sanking de-
force, twelve flank howitzers, eight elght-ineh howilzers
(heavy), cight sight. ineh howitzers (light), one thirtesn-
iuch moriar, three ton-iuch mortars, and two Cosbhorn
mortars—making & towal of eighty-uine guns. The war
garrizon of the fopt was thros hundred men. For heas
ing shot there were large furnaces (n the forl, and as the
time of the scizure thore was a large quantity of powder
in the magazive. Tho masonry and irou work were moch
out of repair when the fort was selzed by the rebals, which
was aone by order of Governor Ellis on the 2d ef January,
1861, Much of the woodwork, ke., was thon in a stats
of decay. The picrn of Lhe wharf and the supsrstructure
wore much out of order, but I8 = reported that the
Acting Governor had placed all tha forts of the Hwate im
& mont effclent state of preparation for defence and re-
pistance. Governor Piekcas, of South Cagoline, im-
medintely afier the seliira of Foris Macon and Caswell,
sent, for (helr defence, “omé dozen len-inch eolum-
biads, which were divided nccording lo the respective
strength nnd veceerities of cach.
